Brahmins and Kshatriyas: Varna refers to the main division of Hindu society into four 
social classes. The four varnas are: 

the brahmins, clergy and teachers wielding religious authority; 

the kshatriyas, warriors, nobility, and administrators, wielding political power; 

the shudras, servants or unfree peasants; 

the vaishyas, merchants and farmers or cattle-herders with economic prosperity. 

Chant: It is the rhythmic speaking or singing of words or sounds. 

Compassion: Compassion is a human emotion prompted by the pain of others. 

Nanak was generous and compassionate since childhood. He would share his 
toys and eatables with fellow children. He advised everyone the same, to share your 
wealth with community who are in need. This became one of the three basic principals 
of sikhs namely 

LNaam Japna: Remembering God and meditating him to get rid of false ego. 

2. Kirat Kami: Working hard and earning honest living and not to depend on others. 
Nanak himself used to work in the fields even when he was 70 years old. It is healthy 
for both body and mind. 

3. Vand Chakhna: To be compassionate and share your wealth in community who 
need 

help. 

Conscious: Aware of and responding to one's surrounding. 

Cosmos: Combining form of or relating to the world or universe. ^^ I ^ 0cr 
Divine: Divine refers to something which is holy or supernatural. 
Dominion: Area where one exercise his control, authority or powers. 
Expose: To uncover the truth. 

Generosity: Generosity is the habit of giving freely with a warm feeling to help. Often 
equated with charity as a virtue, generosity is widely accepted in society as a 
desirable 

trait. Generosity is not solely based on one's economic status, but instead, includes 

individual's pure intentions of looking out for society's common good and giving from 
the heart. Generosity should reflect the individual's passion to help others. 



Heavenly: of, from or like God. 



Hymn: Special song or poem typically in the praise of GOD. 




Horoscope: Astrological chart showing the positions of the sun, moon, and planets in 
relation to the signs of the zodiac at a specific time. It is used to analyze the character of 
individuals born at that time, providing information about the current state of their life and 
predicting their future. Basic to a horoscope is the belief that each heavenly body has its 
own character, which is modified according to its relation to other celestial bodies at a 
given moment. To cast a horoscope, the heavens are divided into 12 zones called houses; 
these influence such aspects of human life as health, wealth, marriage, friendships, or 
death. 

People these days waste their vital time and energy in taking advice from people 
who call themselves Guru and exploit the situation. Marriages are conducted by tallying 
the horoscope and propitious time is calculated while our Guru has given us the message 
any moment without remembering his name is wasted and while every moment is 
propitious for work when done with devotion and in remembrance of Waheguru. 



Kalyuga: According to Hindu mythology there are four eras or yugas or periods namely 
Satyug- age of truth where everything is in perfect harmony and people are noble and 
immersed in Gods love. Treta Yuga, Dwapra Yuga and lastly Kalyuga where there is evil 
prevailing and complete darkness on earth people are busy committing sins. Every yuga 
has specified period and these are cyclic and continuously keep following In their order. 
Currently it is believed to be Kalyuga but in actual these are nothing but one's state of 
mind If one is absorbed in love of God and his creations it is satyuga for him but for the 
one whose soul is guided by the vices and absorbed in materialistic pleasures of life is 
Kalyuga for him. 

Many galaxies and solar systems: Universe consist of millions of galaxies, solar systems 
and planets. It took many years for scientists to discover this fact while Guru Nanak in 
15th century observed this and mentions it in Jap ji Sahib. 

Material Things: Materialism is a concept where person considers physical comfort to be 
more important than spiritual values. Things like cars, watches or property are said to be 
materialistic things which make people greedy and make them obsessive for the 
possession rather than utility. Materialistic person considers these things more important 
than anything else in life and make them forget moral values in life. 

Namaste: Namaste is a common spoken greeting or salutation used in India. It has 
multi-religious or else common usage where it may simply mean "I bow to you". The word 
is derived from Sanskrit "namas" to bow, obeisance, and "te" to you. When spoken to 
another person, it is commonly accompanied by a slight bow made with hands pressed 
together, palms touching and fingers pointed upwards, in front of the chest. This gesture 
is used to greet someone respectfully. 

But Sikhs greet each other by saying "Sat Shri Akal". Sat Shri Akal means 
"God is the supreme truth". Sikhs remember God every time they meet or greet each other 
by saying Sat Shri Akal .Sikhs also greet each other by saying "Waheguru Ji Ka Khalsa, 
Waheguru Ji Ki Fateh". This greeting means 'Khalsa belongs to God and victory belongs 
to God'. Every service performed in Sikhism is focused on remembering God and being in 
contact with Him. Greeting is a part of it. 





Nanak: The word NANAK is a combination of two Sanskrit terms. 'Na" and 'Anak', The 
meaning attached to these words is "Not-but-One". The message conveyed by the 
Guru's name and the education imparted by him through the Sacred Scriptual verses, 
usually commence with the words "lk Oengkar". This phrase too means Non-but-One. 
One God only. Guru Nanak was world leader. 

"Nanak shah fakir Hindu ka guru muslman ka pir" which means he was equally 
respected by Hindu and Muslim people Many of them became his students (sikhs) and 
latter formed a new religion Sikhism. 

Nanki: Nanki was the sister of Nanak . She was five years elder to him. From the very 
childhood, Bibi Nanki saw in him the Light of God but she did not reveal this secret to 
anyone. She is known as the first disciple of Guru Nanak. 

Next world*. According to Hindu mythology after death a man goes to next world 
Heaven or Hell according to the deeds done in life . People who do good deeds and are 
compassionate go to heaven where there is peace while those who do bad deeds go 
to Hell and are punished for their sins. 



Obeisance: A gesture or movement of the body, that expresses respect or homage for 
eg. Bowing or touching feet of someone. 



Pandit Ji: Pandit refers to a Hindu scholar, almost always a Brahmin, learned in Hindu 
philosophy , Sanskrit and religion, typically also a practicing priest. 

Pang: a sudden sharp pain. 

Punjab: Sikhism originated in the state of Punjab . Punjab derives its name from two 
Persian words, panj (five) and aab (water, having reference to the five rivers which 
confer on the country namely Ravi Chenab Jhelum Sutlej Beas). After 1947 when India 
was divided into India and Pakistan Jhelum and Chenab went to Punjab in Pakistan 
while other 3 were left in Indian Punjab. 



Sacred Thread: Sacred Thread called Janeu in Hindi is a cotton thread worn by Hindus 
in a grand ceremony whereby which makes them the right to read the holy scriptures 
and the person is believed to be born again. It symbolizes spirtual birth of the person. 

Saviour: Saviour refers to a person who helps people achieve Salvation, or saves 
them from something. Guru Nanak made people aware about false rituals and saved 
them form blind superstitions which allowed certain people to exploit general people. 

Scripture: Scripture is text from literature considered holy and religious. 



Talwandi Rai Bhoi: It was the village where Nanak was born and now known as 
Nankana sahib for the reason. 
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The word Sikh literally means "a learner" and is derived from 
the Sanskrit word "shishya" which means disciple or student or learner. 
In the Punjabi language the word Sikh also means to learn. In a broader 
sense anyone who professes sikh religion is a Sikh. But A Sikh is a 
person who takes his spiritual guidance only from the Sikh Gurus; who 
believes in and remembers the one God (Simran), commonly referred to 
as Waheguru, at all times; believes in the equality of all beings and 
selfless service to humanity (Seva); believes in the protection of the weak 
(Kurbani); preservation of peace; the promotion of personal qualities of 
Sat (Truth); Daya (Compassion); Santokh (Contenment); Nimrata 
(Humility); and Pyare (Love); and who at all times constantly repels the 
inner five evils of Kam (Lust), Krodh (Rage), Lobh (Greed), Moh 
(Attachment) and Ahankar (Ego). 

The Guru requires the Sikh to lead a life of discipline; to rise 
early in the morning; to cleanse oneself both externally (bathing) and 
internally (Naam simran) ; to meditate on the Almighty; to discard 
negative traits of the mind; and grasp the positive vibes from the Guru's 
word (Gurbani). By doing this the Sikh will become pleasing to the Guru. 
A Sikh must know his or her duty to oneself, the family and the 
community and perform this to the best of his or her ability. To lead a life 
of Chardikala - "positive outlook" and "buoyant and optimistic attitude to 
life" accepting God's will as the ultimate reality. To study and seek 
spiritual guidance from the Guru at difficult times, to remember the Lord 
always and, at all times, to seek the company of the Sadh sangat - holy 
congregation or spiritually wise people.To achieve this modest lifestyle 
he need to fulfill three requirements: Naam Japo, Kirat Kami and Wand 
kay Shako, which means meditate on the holy name (Waheguru), work 
diligently and honestly and share one's fruits.
